SHELTON VP RECOGNIZED BY 
DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE 

Shelton Vice President Ted Spring 
received a Department of Defense Certificate 
of Appreciation for Support of the 322nd 
Military History Detachment of Birmingham. 
The award was presented on behalf of the 
National Committee for Employer Support 
of the Guard and Reserve. Spring was 
nominated for the award by Johnny Parker, a 
major in the U.S. Army Reserve. The 
award is part o a national effort to recognize 
supportive employers of guardsmen and 
reservists. 

Employers play a critical role in 
maintaining the personnel strength of the 
National Guard and Reserve. Research 
conducted by the Department of Defense 
indicates guard and reserve members are 
more likely to remain in military service 
when their employers support their 
participation. Other studies conclude that 
nearly one-third of those who leave the 
guard and reserve do so because of conflicts 
between the demands of their civilian 
employment and the part-time 
responsibilities of their military duties. 

Employers, such as Shelton State 
Community College, which have personnel 
policies that encourage employee 
participation in the National Guard and 
Reserve, play a vital role in the readiness of 
the National Guard and Reserve forces. By 
virtue of their support and encouragement of 
employees in the guard and reserve, they are 
essential members of the total force. 

The Reserve Components are made up of 
the Army and Air National Guard and the 
Army Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, Naval 
Reserve, Air Force Reserve and the Coast 
Guard Reserve.
